In the wake of relaxation of 
radio's multiple-ownership rules, 
potential relaxation of the TV 
rules is now under discussion. 
Plans proposed include station 
limits of 18, 24, or none 
whatsoever, combined with national 
audience limits of 25, 30, 35, and 
50%. Within a given market, many 
(but not all) propose allowing 
common ownership of one UHF and one 
other (either UHF or VHF) station, 


No one is proposing allowing 
common ownership of two VHEs in 
the same market, though. 


The Arizona legislature has 
decided not to tax pay-per-view 
cable programming. The proposed 
3% tax would pay for the state's 
boxing commission. 


Several TV stations have 
publicly speculated that the 
second channel, to be allocated 
for HDTV, might be used instead to 
broadcast a second (or more) 
digitally-compressed, standard- 
definition TV signal. In an 
interview in Broadcasting, FCC 
chair Alfred Sikes says the 
Commission probably wil] not 
approve this. In another comment, 
he reaffirms that the Commission 
expects stations’ current channels 
to be returned to the FCC 
eventually. 


The Commission has unanimously 
voted to refuse waivers of the 
prime time access rule” to KRON- 
TV (4) and KPIX (5) San Francisco. 
This rule prohibits stations in 
the Pacific (and Eastern) time 
zone from broadcasting more than 3 
hours of network programs between 
7 and 11pm, 


Waivers have been requested by a 
number of Western stations wishing 
to move prime time up by one hour. 
(6-10pm, like it is in the Central 
and Mountain time zones) Without 
the waiver, if a Western station 
runs 3 hours of network between 7 
and 10pm, it cannot run the 
network's 10:30pm program. (in 
the case of NBC affiliates like 
KRON, this is the popular “Tonight 
Show") Currently, KRON and KPIX 
have moved up prime time anyway, 
and are just delaying the 10:30 
network programs to after 11:00. 


FOC officials said the 
Commission felt the waiver already 
issued to KCRA (3) Sacramento was 
adequate for testing the proposal.

First, from the CRTC: A 
public hearing on the Commission’s 
policies on religious broadcasting 
in Canada is to be held on October 
19 in Hull, Quebec. 


“Under its current policy 
guidelines, issued in 1983 
following an extensive public 
hearing, the CRTC will not, unless 
convinced otherwise, grant licenses 
for radic or television stations 
whose programming is primarily 
religious and devoted to the views 
of a single religion or sect. The 
Commission also requires each 
individual station to provide 
diverse programming and balance in 
the presentation of differing views 
on issues of public concern. 


According to the news release, 
Parliament requires that 
broadcasters licensed by the CRTC 
offer a variety of predominantly 
Canadian programming, and a balance 
in the expression of differing 
points of view on matters of public 
Goncern. (it would seem that the 
predominantly Canadian 
programming” requirement could not 
possibly be met by T8N programs 
from the USA, which several 
unlicensed stations have been 
airing) 


CRTC chair Keith Spicer says 
that “the Commission invites all 
interested parties, including those 
who have been operating illegally, 
to argue their case within the law 


on an equal footing with everyone 
else. "And, "In the meantime 
our existing policies remain in 
force. The law also obliges us to 
enforce the licensing process 
established by Parliament in the 
Broadcasting Act. Therefore, the 
CRTC is today (May 8) issuing 
mandatory orders requiring 
unlicensed operations in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan to shut down, We 
have given these illegal operators 
every opportunity to obey the law. 
They have repeatedly refused 
indeed they are opening new 
ilegal stations.” 


Stations affected are in 
Edmonton, Lethbridge, and Grande 
Prairie, Alberta, and in 
Lloydminster, Saskatchewan. Prior 
to a January 14 CRTC hearing in 
Edmonton, three other Saskatchewan 
stations voluntarily shut down 


The illegal stations affected by 
the order had until May 18 to shut 
down, or face penalties. 


Also, from the July 9 Wall 
Street Journal, "As the manager of 
a TV station run by and for 
prisoners, Joe Corpier, a 
convicted murderer, faces some 
unusual challenges.

realized it wasn’t a good idea. 


In two other prisons, inmate 
viewers have solved “America’s 
Most Wanted" mysteries, realizing 
that fellow prisoners were the 
guilty parties in other crimes...

Guess I should have seen this 
one myself, as it involves my 
employer! From the August 6 
Nashville Banner, “Special report 
to focus on election”. This 
article details WSMV (4)’s 
decision to broadcast a 1-hou! 
election special (for the Aug. 6 
Primary) on WXMT (30), Executive 


producer Caren Connelly says 
"Realistically, we couldn't preempt 
the Olympics for an hour. This way 
we can give viewers the Olympics 
and election coverage." During the 
Olympics, NBC affiliates received 
time for their late local news one 
hour late, at 11pm Central time. 


The election coverage was 
produced at WSMV's studios, and 
sent by Ku-band satellite to WXMT's 
facilities in downtown Nashville 
6km away. Obstructions prevented 
the installation of a temporary 
microwave link. WKRN (2) and WTVF 
(5) reported on the primary within 
their regular 10pm newscasts 


A 9pm nightly newscast, also 
produced at the WSMV studios, will 
begin airing on WXMT about the time 
you get this VUD, WSMV anchors & 
reporters will be used; I don’t 
know whether graphics identifying 
with WSMV Will appear. (seems most 
TV DXers east of the Mississippi 
have already logged WXMT anyway!) 


Ron Wing, Wichita, ks: 


“My VCR caught the first 
transmission of K55FS today. 

(Sept. 2) There were -olor bars 
and a caption near the top of the 
screen that said: REDUCED PWR TEST 
KFS-TV 55 WICHITA". “Neither 
channel 55 nor 51 was on the air by 
6pm, when I got home,” 


Two weeks later, Ron sent a 
clipping indicating that 
programming on K55FS should have 
begun on September 14. He says he 
hasn't seen anything from them 
except for the tests caught by his 
vor.

From the September 1 L.A. 
Times, an article about "KSFV", 
channel 24 in the San Fernando 
Valley. KSFV broadcasts foreign- 
language news from more than 46 
countries, 24 hours a day. 40 
Janguages are used, with some 
programs arriving live via 
satellite, others by videotape. 


KSFV's main competition is 
KSCI (18) San Bernardino, a full- 
power station which also carries 
foreign-language programs, but not 
all news. Owners Venture 
Technologies hope to start two 
similar stations in Los Angeles 
proper and the Inland Empire (San 
Bernardino/Riverside area) by the 
end of the year. 


“KSFV" is apparently an LPTV; 
there's a reference in the article 
to an ERP of only S0kW, and a 
full-power channel 24 in the LA 
area would not be allocated with 
full power KVCR-TV (24) in 
operation in San Bernardino. 
(indeed, I’m rather surprised that 
@ LPTV was authorized on 24!) 


john Combs, Orlando, FL: 


From the July 27-August 2 
Central Florida Business, an 
article about W21AU Orlando. The 
station will cover most of Orlando 
Proper, an area with 130,000 non- 
cable homes. A half-hour program 
costs between $100 and $300, with 
30-second spots between $30 and 
$100. When not carrying locally- 
produced programs, W21AU will air 
the All News Channel from 
Minneapolis. (John comments that 
as of when he sent the clipping, 
in early September, he hadn’t seen 
anything on W21AU except All News 
Channel. ) 


Also received from John was part 
of a hurricane special in the 
Sept. 2 Miami Herald, which was 
interesting enough in itself! But 
the main reason John sent it was 
because of a two-page ad taken out 
by WCIX (6), headlined "We 
Temporarily Lost The Power to 
Broadcast. Sut We Never Lost The 
Power to Help. 


“among the wreckage was the 
Channel 6 transmission tower, 
which collapsed due to winds in 
excess of 160mph. Fortunately 
within hours, we were able to 
restore transmission to cable 
systems in Broward and to low 
power Channel 27." (translator 
W27AQ Ft. Lauderdale) 


“Now, Channel 6 is back on the 
air, in most areas of Dade and 
Broward Counties. We ask all Dade 
and Broward residents to check 
both their cabled and non-cabled 
television sets for Channel 6 
reception.” My understanding is 
that a temporary antenna at 20kW 
ERP has been installed on the WTVJ 
(4) tower north of Miami. Because 
of the proximity to WCPX (6) 
Orlando, WCIX will probably have 
to rebuild near or at their old 
site in Homestead, the hardest-hit 
area. 


John says "I noted WFLX-29 
simulcasting WPEC-12 coverage of 
Andrew. WBFS-33 ran a slide all 
night that they would not show 
programming until after the 
hurricane was over, and urging 
viewers to tune to radio for info. 
(one of the few times you’ll ever 
see a TV station actually 
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encouraging people to listen to the 
radio, hi...) * 


It's also been reported that a 
hastily-arranged telethon to raise 
money for hurricane relief raised 
over $2,000,000, and aired not only 
on most South Florida TV stations 
but on stations elsewhere in the 
state, and on WABM (68) Birmingham 
Ala.. 


WPLG (10)'s studio-transmitter 
ink was wiped out, taking the 
station off the air for 3 hours 
until a news microwave van could 
take over; and WSVN (7) and WTVJ 
(4) had to evacuate threatened 
studios and operate from makeshift 
facilities for several hours 
No other TV stations were seriously 
affected by the hurricane, though 4 
FM stations on WCIX's tower were 
also knocked off. As for Hurricane 
Iniki, there are no TV stations on 
Kauai, though it seems likely that 
the seven translators there were 
knocked off

The Sept. 9 Wall Street 
yournal covers an interesting 
aspect of HDTV testing; selection 
of “guinea pigs" to evaluate and 
compare the various systems 


“While experts often pick out 
the tiniest flaws in a television 
picture, the average viewer tends 
to be more forgiving. The idea is 
to make a trade-off that the 
average viewer won't care about, or 
won't see at all. 


The Canadian government's 
Advanced Television Evaluation 
Laboratory in Kanata, Ontario (near 
Ottawa) is selecting people to 
evaluate the various HDTV systems 
being tested in the USA. Most are 
students from nearby Carleton 
University. Those who pass three 
eyesight tests are paid $16 
Canadian for each hour of 
evaluation. Test director Paul 
Hearty has already brought through 
2,200 volunteers, and expects to 
use another 300. No one is allowed 
to watch more than one system, out 
of the fear that they might notice 
something they missed the first 
time, skewing the results. 


$4,600,000 has been spent on 
the lab, with 60% of that Canadian 
government. funds. 


Also in this paper, news that 
ABC plans a one-hour late-night 
show called "Nitecap”. Beginning 


October 19, and co-hosted by Robin 
Leach and a female anchor not yet 
announced, the program wil] 
attempt to directly market 
merchandise & coupons from major 
catalog firms such as Sears and 
J.C. Penney. 


And, a note that TV advertising 
revenues increased 2.5% in the 
second quarter of 1992.

Steve called just before 
deadline to ask whether I got in 
on the big tropo during the 
convention. (kinda. Shattered my 
FM tropo DX record-- but was in my 
car & 15 miles too far north to 
count it!) 


He also mentions that WNJS-23 
has dropped considerably in signal 
strength. I don’t show any record 
of them applying for a power or 
antenna decrease, my suspicion is 
either that a technical failure 
has forced a power cut or, as 
Steve speculates, it has something 
to do with the NUN budget cuts.

skyrocketed in major markets. 


CBS sent a “relief mission” of 
about 24 employees, including 
carpenters & electricians, and 
truckloads of building supplies, 
to help repair the homes of 40 
CBS-owned WCIX (6) employees whose 
homes were damaged by the storm. 
Some of these employees have been 
sleeping at the WCIX studios. 

Also sent were writers & producers 
who could relieve WCIX employees, 
allowing them to take care of 
their homes. Finally, WCBS (2)’s 
satellite truck was sent to Miami 
to beam WCIX’s signal to area 
cable systems until they could 
return to the air on channel 6. 


Sept. 4 Post: “Channel Nine 
(an Australian network) initially 
said ’technical faults’ caused it 
to stop ‘Australia’s Naughtiest 
Home Video Special’ 30 minutes into 
the hour-long show and replace it 
with the American sitcom ‘Cheers’ 
The show was a compilation of 
amateur videos that viewers said 
depicted semi-nude scenes, a 
distant view of a couple making 
Jove, and shots of animals mating 
The network later admitted a flood 
of viewer complaints was the rea 
reason for the sudden change of 
heart... 


Finally, from the August 31 
Daily News, WMGT (41) Macon, Ga. 
announced that its only news 
program, “Live at Five’, is being 
cancelled due to low ratings.

FCC RULES PRIMER: 
POLITICAL BROADCASTS 


While not strictly related to 
DX, there’s been a fair amount of 
controversy over political 
advertising this year. 
Congressional candidates in some 
districts (including one near 
Nashville) have aired commercials 
purporting to show aborted fetuses. 
And stations have been fined for 
not offering candidates special 
discounts normally reserved for 
long-time advertisers. The 
political advertising rules are 
part 73.1940, 


A “legally qualified 
candidate” is anyone who has 
announced to the public their 
intention to run for nomination or 
office; who is qualified under 
local, state, or federal law to 
hold the office they're running 
for; and who is either on the 
ballot, or has committed to a 
write-in campaign and has made a 
substantial showing that they’re a 
bona-fide candidate. 


73.1940(b): For 45 days prior 
to a primary election, or 60 days 
prior to a general or special 
election, the rates charged for 
political ads may not exceed the 
lowest unit rate for the same class 
& amount of air time. Earlier, the 


rate charged may be no more than 


that charged to a commercial 
advertiser, and any discounts 
offered to commercial advertisers 
must also be available to 
political candidates. Recently, 
this has been interpreted to mean 
that if a station offers a 
commercial advertiser any discount 
(for example, a 20% discount for 
advertisers buying 5 30-second 
spots a day for 6 months), they 
must offer the same discount to 
politicians, even if they don’t 
buy 6 months worth of spots 


73.1940(c): No discrimination is 
permitted between candidates in 
practices, regulations, 
facilities, or services, nor may 
any preference, prejudice, or 
disadvantage be given. Stations 
cannot enter into contracts with 
one candidate which excludes the 
advertising of other candidates 
for the same office. 


73.1940(g): No station is 
required to permit the use of its 
facilities by political 
candidates, but if a station does 
permit such use, it must offer 
equal opportunities to all 
candidates for that office. 
Licensees have no power of 
censorship over the material 
broadcast by a candidate 
Appearance by candidates in bona- 
fide news programs doesn’t count. 


This section is backed by the 
Communications Act of 1934, an act 
of Congress which the FCC can’t 
amend on its own, It’s why, for 
example, the “aborted fetus” ads 
air aired-- I know of no station 
which wanted to air those ads, but 
this regulation specifically 
requires them to do so. Indeed, a 
political candidate could 
conceivably appear on camera 
naked, and stations would not be 
permitted to censor him, though 
it'd be a sure way to lose the 
election! Some people have 
requested that the FCC rule the 
commercials in question 

indecent", prohibiting them from 
the airwaves except between 
midnight and 6am, but the 
Commission has refused to do so: 
in any case, which conflicting 
federal law would take 
precedence?!

A Nashville FMystery on 99.3 has been solved. "It was 
indeed W257AR [Donelson TN], set up to relay 
WAMB-1. WAMB-1 leaves their exciter turned on and 
mosiulation fed to it when the power amp is off for the 
dey,” says Doug Smith. "There's enough leakage from the 
exciter that the translator was able to pick it up and reley 
it," and now that translator has embraced Christianity 
and is relaying W/AYM *B8.7 Columbia TN instead of 
WOZQ-FM! 102.5 Dickson TN. Hurricane Andrew took 
down the tower of V/CIX-6 in Homestead FL and FM 
stations WXDJ 95.7, WRTO 98.3, WNICU 89.7 and 
WDNA 88.9; although WONA was already off the air for 
unknown reasons. Channel 6 has rejoined the airwaves at 
a lower height, along with its Spanish SAP at 78.67 kHz, 
but fate of the FMs unknown. Two people called from SE 
FL the moming| am typing this and | forget to ask about 
the FMs. Doug also mentions WMUF-FM 94.1 Paris TN as 
having recently emLiraced stereo. The "WKNO Stations" 
isanonID shared by VIKNA *88.9 Senatobia MS, WKNP 
"90.1 Jackson TN, and WKNO-FM *91.1 Memphis. 

Gus Mancuso reports on his experience tuning in a 
station, which may or may not have been WZWA 
Clarksburg WV, which the FCC has deleted: "Don't 
remember [hearing an] 1D, but | have down that | got [it] 
‘two times-from mountain and from vatley. Vaguely recall 
getting one station with strange IDs, don't remember 
what, but remember it was unusual.” Well, that's not 
exactly convincing evidence that WZWA exists. Anyone 
else want to venture to WV and try out 90.1? Gus is not 
sure if WRRL-FM 95.3 Rainelle or WOTR 96.3 Lost 
Creek WV has stereo. WRRL-FM has always been a 
monophonic blight on the FM dial, and no other human 
being has been known to tune in WOTR. 

Chester Royster answers my question in the Aug. VUD 
about directional couplers. The part # is 9300-8 and it 
costs $2.50, an 8 db directional coupler from Microwave 
Filter, 6743 Kinne St. East Syracuse NY 13057. "Rich, 
Earl or any of the other technicians [in the WTFDA] can 
explain the coupler's benefits such as 1) no loss on your 
‘main antenna and 2) the prevention of down-phasing. | 
used one with superb results when my antennaswere 
spaced around 50' apart. Later | horizontally stacked two 
FM 13s and eventually made a quad. It appears that the 
regular 75-ohm splitter/combiner gave the best results in 
both situations.” Microwave Filter Co. has since sent me 
their eight page brochure, See below for a comparison of 
one of their products with Andy Bolin's.

I wanted to try to solve some of the 
unIDs, get a better idea of where all these places were located (and the terrain the 
signals have to travel over) plus get a feel for what LPTV/translators are still up there 
that are needed. I had also never seen a LPTV/translator site before. 

Managed to track down the sites of St. James, Redwood Falls, Granite Falls, Appleton, 
Alexandria, Willmar, Olivia, Eagle Bend and Winona. STV Is alive and well In Minnesota. Of 
85 stations visited, 37 were scrambled. Residents of Willmar get everything for free while 
residents of Appleton have to pay for everything. It’s now easier to understand why 
Appleton is so hard to log from here. Of their 10 STV stations, 5 of them have no audio 
and 4 of them are negative video. 

(The Willmar translators, and others that you visited, operate those unscrambied 
channels on “the honor system". You are supposed to pay if you are watching. For 
example, in Alexandria, the Weather Channel has a crawi on it advising viewers that their 
fair share is $45.00 a year. A very reasonable charge in my opinion. fm)

Quite a nice opening. I knew something was up when driving howe, stations from 
southern NJ, Eastern Shore of Maryland, etc., were staying in on the car radio will into 
north-east Pennsylvania, when I got back to Williamsville, I Was shocked to discover 
that what were my locals and semi-locals down there were coming in a hone! (Not as 
shocked as I would have been if I had not seen Syracuse tent., but still surprised). 
Watch NFM for details on that; I had stuff down to VA & NC out to 570 miles. I have 
never visited the Outer Banks before, nor have I heard that area on trop ever, and 
immediately upon returning hone from there, my first ever trop opening to there?!? ’ What 
are the odds?1? I heard WNHW 92.5 here, which was only 2 miles from where we stayed! 
I am sure that Hurricane Andrew had something to do with this. Reporters in NJ seemed 
to have had both my locals and NC in at the same time during these days. The opening 
faded out early AM Aug. 24 and did not return. The Outer Banks is an excellent location 
for FM DXing. (But can you possibly get a decent paying job if you want to go there to 
live and DX? DB) It is so far from everything that under dead conditions, the band is 
very open. Even stuff that you would think would be strong (Norfolk-70 mi., New Bern 
stuff-100 mi.) seem to be nullable during openings, and even fade occasionally on the 
car radio. For the week, a total of 201 MM stations were heard, most of which being 
tropo-scatter during dead conditions, or minor openings inland which seemed to happen 
when there were thunderstorms in the vicinity. farthest south heard was WEZL 103.5 
Charleston, SC (about 320 miles), which came in one evening for about 15 min, Otherwise, 
the circle of nomal reception was: Conway, Georgetown,SC (104.1, 97.7), Charlotte (104.7, 
101.9), Winston-Salem area (most of them were in all ‘the time,’ very strange for the 250 
mile distance and just a combox-maybe cause that window was facing inland this cut dow 
the coastal stuff), Roanoke (89.1 in often, 94.9, 107.9 once in a while), 
Washington-Baltimore, South Jersey and Philadelphia with slight enhancement to the north. 
Most of North Carolina east of Winston and Charlotte was in very often, although fading 
was comonplace. ‘In non DX terms, the Outer Banks were also very nice, there was plenty 
to do, plus the wilderness areas of the National Wildlife Refuges were very scenic; very 
beautiful land. I hope some others got in on this (or any other DX of note) and look 
forward to reading about it Keep up the great work, Danny! 73. (Thanks but I apologize 
to the language purists when in the Sept. column I wrote season's rather that seasons 
and its rather than it's. DB)

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Over the mountain UHF DX is possible with the right conditions! 


Most experienced TU and FM DXers are familiar with most the 
comman forms of TU DX prapagation, Sporatic E-skip CEs), 
ropospheric (traps), Meteor Skip (NS), Aurora Skip CAU) and even 
the rare F-2, 

Another form of TY DX exists that many veteran TU Oxer have 
never seen. That elusive propagation is KNIFE EDGE REFRACTION. 


KNIFE EDGE REFRACTION (KER) Calso know as MOUNTAIN BENDING) can make 
UHF reception possible on the opposite side oF high peaks or 
mountain ranges even when they exceed altitudes of 14,90 Ft! 

The theory behind KER is when a mountain peak or range 
approximately mid way between a UHF station and a receiver 


signal may be bent or refre 
possible 

Because few DXers have been (not always easily accessible) 
where this Form of OX happens it has been rarely reported. When 
DXers have been at these sparse locations some of the most 
incredible and spectacular DX ever has been seen! 

Just because a mountain exists between a receiver and a UF 
station can KER be expected to be found. The altitude of both the 
transmitter and receiver must be taken into consideration. The power 
of the transmitter must be high enough that the distance to the 
mountain is not too Far so as there is not a strong signal at the 
base. If not, there will be no signal ta be refracted. 

Since many UHF signals can be seen at 100 to 150 miles 
depending on power and antenna height) it can be possible to see 
transmissions extended by KER up to and possibly more than 300 

iles. The area where the reception occurs could be called a 
‘window It is limited to a sm zone approximately equal in 
distance From the mountain as the station is from the mountain, 

The mountain does not necessary have to be at the halfway point 
For KER ta occur. If the transmitter is at a lower elevation than 
the receiver then the reception area will probably be closer to the 
mountain than the transmitter. If the receiver is at a higher 
elevation then the opposite will happen. 

The shape of the area of reception may resemb 
crescent moon but only in “perfect” situations 

A UHF signal is intersected by a mountain range and the 
refracted signal appears on the other side. In actual KER situations 
the size and shape of the “window” will be different since the size 
of the peak, shape of the peak and elevation of both transmitter and 
receiver will have a major effect on the Formation of the KER 
signal 

UHF DX reception in the 30@ mile range is not a major distance 
when compared to the other forms of VHF DX propagation but 
considering the signals are being heard over a mountain range it has 
to be rated definitely unique.

CROSLEY/AVCO--TELEVISION OPERATIONS 


EXPERIMENTAL — pre-war: Under the guidance of Powel Crosley, Jr. (see 
last month's VUD) WLW's venture into television began in 1937 with the 
call letters WSXCT. The first experimental presentation wes made via 
closed circuit in 1839, and another in 1841...the same year thet WEXCT 
was licensed to operate on channel |. (NOTE: Crosley then suspended all 
television experimentation For the duration of World War If.) 


EXPERIMENTAL - post-war: Over-the-air experimentation began in 1946 
with trensmission periods increasing from sn hour = week te aver 20 hours 
B week by the time it was granted » commercial license. 


COMMERCTAL DEBUT. 


February 2, 1848 marked the Firet use of the WLWT call 
Jetters when the Wiedemann Srewing company sponsored a Golden Gloves 
boxing match. The next day the WSXCT cell re-appeared and the stetion 
again beceme en experimental service until February 9, 1848 when it began 
Full-time commercial operetion on channel 4 as WLWT. Apparently there 
was some question as to whether WAXCT could air commerciale; and 
additional question as to whether WLWT was officially euthorized to start 
up before the Sth. The legality of these call letter cymnestics is 
questionable, but no one seemed to complain. 


THE OFFSPRING: It's clear that Crosley/Avco was fully committed to a 
Fegionel television operation at a very early date. That fact is 


evidenced by the March 18, 1943 sign-on of WLWD in Dayton, OH (then 
chennel 5); the April 3, 1949 stertup of WLWC in Columbus, OM (then 
channel 3); and later stations in Atlanta and Indianapolis. 


SHANNEL SWAPS: The First three stations (WLWT, WLWO and WLWC) were 
‘pre-Freeze’ license grants. Sometime between 1949 and 1952 0 messive 


fe-aesignment of channels was instituted by the FCC; end all three of the 
Crosley/Avco operations wound up on different channels. Although the 
exact dates of the changes are not known, WLWT moved From 4 to 5; WLWO 
dropped From 5 down to 2; and WLWC eased From 3 up ta 4. 


SOUTHERN EXPOSURE: In 1353 the Crosley/Aveo group purchesed WLTV, 
Shannel “11, Atlante from Broadcasting [Magazine] Inc. It's interesting 
to mote thet Broedcasting hed acquired the Facility From WSB-tv 
in '950; end even more interesting to note that WSB-tv had originally 
been licensed to operate on channel 8. Under Crosley/Avco ownership the 
station became WLWA end remeined = part of the group until 1962. Also of 
interest...channel 11 has operated as WQXI-tv, WAII-tv, end now WXIA-tv. 
That's a total of six different sets of call letters! 


WHY ATLANTA? Good question. Little is known about Crosley/Avco's reason 
For acquiring the GA station. It didn't Fit the profile oF their 
existing group, and it wes never interconnected with the Ohio stations 
(which were tied together From the start), An educated guess points to a 
major market VHF up For grabs at a decent price...but...one thet ned 
eut to be @ ‘squere peg in a round hole! and was kept only until it 
commended @ hendsome sale price (twice the purchase price) in 1862.

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BASTARD STEPCHILD?: One would think that the corporate gurus in 
Cincinnati wanted to hide the Atlante operation from the public eye. In 
several promotional pieces issued by Crosley/Aveo in the mid 1950s there 
is no mention of WLWA. The channel 11 cell does show up on letterhead, 
however seems to disappear again after the inauguration of WLWI. 


INDY INVASION: October 30, 1957 marked the launch of Crosley/Avco's 
Firth (and last) television property, channel 13, WLWI in Indienepolis. 
WLWI, like the Ohie stations, wes built from scratch; and was 
interconnected by terrestrial microwave links with its sister stations in 
the Buckeye State. Although WLWT was the key station, the other three 
originated their own programming end programs were routinely swapped 
between all stations in the group. The channel 13 operation (springboard 
from then-weatherman David Letterman) was sold in 1975. 


FOR SALE! Although the Indy stetion was the First to go (excluding 
Atlante), Avco [Crosley had been dropped by this time] decided to get out 
of the business of tv ownership. The other stations were sold within 
months...Columbus in December 1975; the 'Mother Ship! - WLWT in January 
1976; and Dayton in April 1976. Not even the ‘Crown Jewel’... WLW radio 
survived the corporate broadcast purge. Powel Crosley Jr.'s dream hed 
passed through @ reality of Fame, power and superpower; and was in the 
hends of new owners in March of 1876. The Craosley/Aveo chapter in 
broadcasting (actually it was more like @ book than @ chapter) was 
closed. 


ABOUT THE GALL LETTERS: Although the FCC assigned whet appeared to be 
standard four-letter calls For the Crosley/Avco stations, they were never 
presented as such either on the air or in print. Perhaps in Powel 
Crosley's tradition of gimmicky nemes for products, the owners elected to 
insert @ - efter WLW...thus WLW-T (Television), WLW-D (Qayton), WLW-C 
(Columbus), WLW-A (Atlante), and WLW-I (Indianepolis). The only other 
station to identify in = eimilar manner at the time was "W-TWO" (channel 
2) in Bangor, ME. 


ETCETERA: Two of the three iconoscope cameras built for WSXCT were later 
used For Film.and slide pickups at WLWO. --- WLWT became the first NBC 
affiliate in the U.S. in April 1948. The station aired kinescope Films 
of network programs until it was connected with New York vie co-axiel 
cable in late 1949. --- Many now Famous personalities made their debuts 


on the Crosley stations; among them, Phil Qonshue. Donahue began his 
television career et WLWO. At first the show wes sired only on the 
Crosley/Avco stations, but later went into syndication...continuing to 


originate From Dayton until 1974. --~ "Boston Blackie” was produced by 
WLWT in 1949..the series went nationwide @ few months later, continuing 
to originate in Cincinnati. --- WLWT had an impressive roster of live 
programming including "The Midwestern Hayride" and "The 50-50 Club", 
hosted by Auth Lyons. Soth were originally radio shows, both were 
adapted for television, and both were simulcast on all Crosley stations 
for many yeers. - - In August 1950 WLWT began origination of programs for 
the N@C network. ‘Cincinnsti st Sunset" and "Dude Ranch Holidsy" were 
seen regularly nationwide. The network was so impressed with the telent 
and production quality thet it leter added "Midwestern Hayride", "Straw 
Hat Matinee” and the long-running Auth Lyons "50-50 Club." ~ - In 1850, 
NBC picked up another WLWT origination, "Greakfast Perty". - - WLWT was a 
pioneer in color telecasting. In fect, the Crosley/Avco engineers 
Sdapted three ACA TK-41 color cameras with speciel low-light pickup tubes 
to sir = nighttime baseball game from Crosley Field. It was the 
first-ever telecast of a nighttime game, and the technology was largely 
credited to the WLWT engineering staff. -'- Other big names and special 
accomplishments connected with Crosiey/Avco are too numerous to detail 
here...suFFice to say, there were many! 


EPILOS: This remarkable broadcast conglomerate all began because one men 
built @ wireless receiver for his son in 1921. American ingenuity and 
Free enterprise still produce such success stories, but they are seldom 
as dramatic as those of broadcast pioneers such as Crosley. 
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
